Also at 10 am. Israeli planes 
bombed Syrian positions on the 
foot of the eastern slope of the 
Hermon range for an hour and a 
hale, hitting artillery, armour and 
anti-aircraft concentrations, The 
planes came under heavy fire from 
Sam-6 and Sam-7 missiie batteries, 
which have been established In the 
yea, over the past few weelts, Ac- 
cording to the army spokesman 
none of the planes wes hit and all 
aircraft returned safely to base. 
Since Israel decided to activate the 
Air Foree in the region three 
weeks ago, three Israeli aircraft 
have been lost, two of them to 
Syrian anti-aircraft missiles. 

The air force also attacked 
Syrian positions. in the southern 
sector of the cease-fire line m the 
vicinity of Tel Harra for 90 minutes 
on Wednesday morning. The targets 
were primarily artillery and sr 
moured concentrations. All planes 
returned safely to base.

President Sadat announced a new

The paper's 
Catro correspondent quoted informed 
sources as saying that Brezhnev 
told Sadat in a message on Tuesday 
that a meeting was necessary “be- 
cause of the current state of our 
relations."

Concern over American aid bill 
Pro-Israel groups wary on assistance to Egypt

WASHINGTON, — The programme 
of massive American economic ald 
to both Egypt and Israel, announ- 
ced Wednesday by President Rl- 
chard Nixon, has created uproar 
and confusion here in Washington. 

On Capitol Hill, members of Con- 
gress and their staff aides are try- 
Ing hard to find appropriately ba- 
Yanced statements of reaction to 
the ald announcement, especially the 
proposed $250m. assistance to Egypt. 
American Jewish organizational 
leaders, preparing to gather here 
for a policy conference and major 
lobbying effort, are similarly at- 
tempting to sort out their positions. 

At the heart of the problem is 
the question of whether the massive 
uid to t — now εἰ ποιοῖς FF:

relations at Israel's expense. 

In announcing the aid 8, 
the President explained that “in the 
Middle East, we have an opportun- 
ity to achieve a significant break- 
through for world peace.

Congressional action, however, 
depends in part on the positions 
taken by American Jewish groups. 
And the leadership of those groups 
is just beginning to determine their 
stands. 

Rabbi Israel Miller, chairman of 
the Conference of Presidents of 
Major American Jewish Organiza- 
tions, was due to Tead a delegation 
of 15 Jewish leaders to meet with 
Secretary Kissinger late yesterday 
afternoon. He anticipated that the 
aid programme would figure pro- 
minently in their discussion, which 
was called by the Secretary as he 
prepares to embark Sunday on his 
Mideast shuttle-diplomacy effort to 
achieve a Golan Heights disengage- 
ment.

TEL AVIV. — The Labour Party

Army coup in Portugal 


LISBON, Rebel troops claim- 
Ing to have taken | OSE Portugal 
in a dawn coup fired yesterday 
afterncon on 2 militia barracks 
here where Portugal's President 
Americo Thomas and Prime Min- 
ister Marcello Caetano were tak- 
ing refuge. There were conflict- 
ing reports about the two lead- 
ers. One report stated Caetano 
had been arrested. Another report 
said their fate was unknown. 

_ Eye-witmesses said a hail of 
heavy machine-gun and small arms 
fire smashed into the Carmo Bar- 
racks of the National Republican 
Guard after an ultimatum to sur- 
render had been given to the 67- 
year-old Premier and President. 

The troops who made the “sur- 
render or be shot" call were sup- 
porters of the “Movement of the 
Armed Forces," which yesterday 
staged the 5 am, putsch aimed at 
reforming the Portuguese political 
system with a “National Junta of 
Sal ation.” 

The eye-witnesses said the Na- 
tional Republican Guard, a heavily 
armed paramilitary organization 
which traditionally supports the 
rezime, was also involved in shoot- 
ing incidents in nelghbouring Rossio 
Square. 

Official circles said that from a 
military point of view the move- 
ment wes in complete control 
throughout the country. 

The movement, said to be led by 
majors and captains, earlier issued 
2 proclamation saying there was a 


need “to clean up the institutions, 
eliminating from our system of life 
the illegal acts which the abuse of 
power has legalised." 

Diplomatic dispatches 
London said the rebels called on 
Gen. Antonio Spinola, ousted re- 
cently from his post of deputy 
Chief of Staff, to join them 

‘Spinola, a hero of the 13-year-old 
war in Africa and one of Portugal's 
most popular soldiers, wrote a hook 
in which he said that military vic- 
tory would never be won in Africa 
and the government should seek a 
political solution, possibly setting 
up 8. commonwealth system with 
the territories of Angola, ‘Mozambi- 
que and Portuguese Guinea. 

Sinola’s views were supported hy 
ἃ group of younger officers who 
banded together and on March 16 
staged an uprising, but troops loyal 
to Caetano turned them back. 

The rebels began their operation 
in the pre-dawn darkness. Benefiting 
by surprise, they took over the 
studios of Emissora Nacional, the 
national radio station, the studio 
of the Portuguese Radio and Tele~ 
vision, and the studio of the private 
radio station, Radio Clube Portu- 
gues, from which most of the 
broadcasting was done. 

Dispatches reaching London said 
the rebels prociaimed they would 
work for the restoration of civil 
and democratic rights in Portugal, 
work for peace in Portugai’s Afri- 
can territories and run the country 


temporarily pending national elec- 
tions for; ἃ 
assembly. ἡ 

The rebels spoke of the failure 
of the Portuguese system after 13 
years to formulate an overseas 
policy that would produce peace 
between Portuguese “of all races 
and creeds.” 

Radio bulletins asked the popu- 
lation of Lisbon to remain inside 
their homes during the night in 
order not to disturb the military, 
who had to take certain actions 
which would allow the country to 
return to normal life today. 

From available information it 
seemed likely — though not official 
— that the movement had arrested

Brandt — back from Egypt — says 
Bonn will take ‘balanced’ stand

BONN, — Chancellor Willy Brandt 
said on Wednesday that West Ger- 
Many will pursue a “balanced engage- 
Ment” in the Middle East as a 
“logical addition” to Bonn's present 

foreign policy. 

In an apparent effort to reassure 
Israel that this would not be at her 
expense, he stressed that the policy 
would apply to “all” the states in 
the region. 

Mr. Brandt made his statement 
ou his return from a five-day trip 
ty Algeria and Egypt, where he held 
extensive talks with Algerian Prest- 
dent Houari Boumedienne and Egyp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat. 

It was the first official journey by 
ἃ West German head of Government 
into the Arab world. Judging by 
Mr. Brandt's warm welcome in both 
Arab capitals, the trip was a major 
prestige success for the Chancellor, 

Brandt’s reference to a "balanced 
engagement" in the Middle East 
and other remarks upon his: return 
here were among his most out- 
spoken indications to date that he 
feels postwar West Germany has 
come of age and must play a res- 
Ponsible role in the world — in- 
eluding the Middle East. 

Mr. Brandt has never made any 
bones personally of the fact that 
his famous “Ostpolitik"" of better 


relations with Moscow and East 
Europe was in part aimed at get- 
ting West Germany out from un- 
der the apron strings of the Western 
powers. 

He appeared to make the point 
again this week when he said: 
“Just as in past years we have 
normalised our relations with the 
East European states, we now strive 
— after a long pause — to put 
in order our relations to all Arab 
states, and also to draw even with 
our allies there.” 

However, he cautioned that Bonn 
intended to remain “firmly ancho- 
red in the Western alliance.” 

The major results of Mr. Brandt's 
trip, which was described from the 
beginning as a “political” venture, 
appear to be in emphasis rather 
than in any major changes in po- 
icy. The Chancellor committed him- 
self strongly to the idea of “poli- 
tical guarantees" from Europe -— 
including West Germany — for a 
future peace settlement between Is- 
rael and the Arabs. 

He also left no doubt that -he 
would like to ace the long-range 
European-Arab dialogue” suggested 
by the Buropean Economic Com- 
munity last March get started 
ag soon as feasible. 

While he set no dates for such 
a conference, it has been reported 
unofficially that he and President 
Boumedienne agreed that their for- 


eign ministers should meet soon to 
discuss such a dialogue. 

Mr. Brandt has been in a posi~ 
tion of having to walk a tightrope 
between France, which is pushing 
for large-scale talks with the Arabs, 
and the U.S., which has viewed the 
whole idea of a Huropean-Arab dis- 
course with suspicion. ἢ 

In Cairo, diplomatic sources said 
that Brandt's expressed position on 
the Middle East crisis during his 
visit, particularly on ‘the Pales- 
tinians, is expected to improve West 
Germany’s image in Arab eyes. 

Brandt had four meetings with 
president Sadat and visited the 
Canal zone. 

West German spokesmen would 
give no specific figure for projected 
aid to Egypt, but reports in diplo- 
matic circles said it is expected 
to amount to the equivalent of 
$140m. for 1974 and 1975. 

The sources said West Germany 
has also pledged to give credit 
guarantees for Weat German ‘Pri- 
vate investment -in Egypt. - 

The sources said the Egyptians 
had been highly gratified by Brandt's. 
acknowledgement in public that"the 
Problem of the Palestinians is a 
political one and not just a case 
of resettling refugees.” 

An Amman report says that Mr. 
Brandt will visit Jordan some time 
this year. 


d’Estaing now anti-Left hope 


PARIS. — Finance Minister Valery 
‘Giscard d'Bstaing yesterday clearly 
emerged as the presidential candi- 
date with the best chance of pre- 
venting a Communist-backed gov- 
ernment's coming to power in France. 

Ten days before the French go 
to the polls, all tests of public 
opinion suggested the next Presi- 
dent will be either Giscard d’Hs- 
taing or the candidate of the uni- 
ted left, Francois Mitterrand, who 
has Communist support. 

The scholarly 48-year-old Mr. Gis- 
card d’Estaing has taken a clear 
lead in opinion polls over his rival 
on the right, former Premier Jac- 
ques Chaban-Delmas, who has the 
official backing of the Gaullist 
Party. 


According to an opinion poll in 
the conservative newspaper “Le Fi- 
garo” yesterday, Mr. Mitterrand is 
still gaining strength — but not 
enough to give him an absolute 
majority needed for victory in the 
first round. 


The poll gave Mitterrand 42 per 
cent of the votes in the first round, 
against 28 per cent for Giscard 
dEstaing and 24 per cent for 
Chaban-Delmas. Perhaps more sig- 
nificantly, the poll gave Giscard 
d'Estaing the best chance of ulti- 
mate victory in the second round 
of voting on May 19. 


The France-Israel Aliance (FIA) 
recently submitted questions to the 
President candidates on their views 


on Middle Hast peace negotiations. 
Giscard d'Estaing favoured direct 
negotiations between the “people 
tragically involved in this region,” 
‘but added that peace also would 
depend on at least “a tacit. under- 
standing between the super-powers.” 
Resolution 242 implied “mutua) 
concessions” on both sides. Although 
he accepted “certain legitimate de- 
mands” of the Arabs, the stressed 
that Israel “must no longer be 
subjected to geographic vulnera- 

bility” in any peace settlement. 
Mitterrand also endorsed “bila- 
teral negotiations." He said that 
France . could offer “suggestions,” 
only if first’ “she proves she is 

unbiased” in the Middie Hast.

Kuwait expected

WASHINGTON. — Official Wash- 
ington was generally delighted by 
the news that Yitzhak Rabin has 
been nominated by the Labour 
Party to form a new Cabinet in 
Israel.

The Egyptian president. of 
course, has been the leading ac- 
tor in the Arab cold war. Sadat 
manages to slam the Russians at 
least once in interviews with 
the American or German or Le 
banese press. 


In the course of these inter- 
views he has intimated that the 
Russians tried to trick the Arabs 
into calling off the October war 
both before 1: started and in 
the first hours. He has likened 
the Russians to merchants of 
death, interested in making arms 
available to the Arabs only for 
the money. 

He has usserted that the Rus- 
stans kept a terribly tight string 
on their arms shipments. He has 
even protested that they Jeft 
Egypt with its “hands tied" and 
its “forces unprotected.” 

King Faisal has not been so 
public in hi: thrusts against 
the Sovict Union. But he and

President Sadat have been work- 
ing hand in hand ever since the 
October war. Moreover, he is 
constantly lecturing visitors — in- 
cluding Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger -- about the evils of 
“Zionist” Communism. 

President Sadat and King Fui- 
sal have solid reasons for lining 
up against Moscow. Both men 
have long personal histories of 
antipathy toward the Commun- 
ists. 

By stressing the anti-Commun- 
ist theme now, they can embar- 
rass other Arab regimes and

Syrians and Palestinians are al- 
ready feeling the heat.

The statements made by 
Party Secretary Leonid Brezhnev 
in welcoming Syrian President 
Hafez Assad to Moscow the 
other day, and the more recent 
declaration of the Warsaw Pact 
countries, show that the Rus- 
sians are hurting. 

If faced with a total shutout 
in the Near East, the Russians 
could work on the Palestinians 
or the Syrians to prevent any 
settlement of the Arab-Israeli 
conflict. Nor is it beyond Mos- 
cow’s power to make trouble for 
the Egyptian and Saudi regimes. 
They are not, ‘after ali, exactly 
immune to criticism for their 
social and economic policies. 

On balance, accordingly, the 
U.S. needs to be wary in fol- 
lowing the Egyptian and Saudi 
lead down the anti-Communist 
path ‘here in the Near East. The 
Russians do have a peacemaking 
role to play, And in the econo- 
mic and social struggle apt to 
follow any settlement between 
the Arabs and israel, the great 
power allied with President Sa- 
dat and King Faisal is not ne- 
cessarily going to be on the

No bed of roses

Prime Minister Golda Meir told 
President Nixon at the White House 
that Yitzhak Rabin would get a 
good job αἱ home, if he behaved 
himself, and she meant it. And it was 
not long ago at all that Rabin was 
cut out of the action of the Octo- 
ber War and shunted to the wholly 
civilian task of heading the Vol- 
unteer War Loan campaign. 

Even after the Knesset elections 
in December, it was not certain 
that he would get a Cabinet post. 

But then dramatically his star 
soared. Mrs. Meir, whom Rabin had 
irritated frequently from Washington, 
overlooked the past and offered 
him the defence portfolio when δῆτ. 
Dayan threatened to stay out of her 
new government. And when that 
post slipped from Rabin’s at 
the last moment, the repercussions of 
the Agranat Report propelled him to 
the top. 

Whether Mr. Rebin is the right 
man for the job his party is ready 
to accord him, only time will tell. 
But his swift rise shows that he 
was rightly positioned at the right 
time. This was a matter of 
luck as well as foresight — the 
elusive combination which bedevils 
and entrances all political aspirants. 

The foresight goes back to the 
end of 1967. It was then that the 
late Levi Eshkol, encouraged, I sus- 
pect, by Mr. Galili, decided to send 
the victorious general to Washing- 
ton to gain political experience and 
polish, which at a future date could

The Museum, barely nine years 
old, is building’ up simultaneously a 
collection amd galleries to exhibit 
the art it has, and does its best 
to achieve an appropriate balance 
between them.
